Village a Heap of Ruins. 


London. March IS.—The village of

British, is now a heap of ruins thickly 
strewn with bodies, according to the

less" and given out today by the press 
bureau. 
Although the Germans were inferior

• -'The German stratSgy-cburited iibt' 
only on water and mire, but even fire," 
the correspondent at Gothenburg de- 
clares. "Their engineers have for 
many years been equipped with a pe- 
culiar kind', of'/auger for excavating 
the trunk;of soft trees, such, as the 
Mazurian fir. When the Russian army 
first advanced into East Prussia Ger- 
man engineers 
hastily 
excavated a 
number 
of trees. When 
Russian 
troops reached the Mazurian district, 
German engineers at once opened the 
canal lock, drowning 
the 
invading 
troops like fiies. 
Some Russians 
reached the forest, but of, course they 
had no idea that many trees had been 
charged with gasoline. It was an easy 
task for the German artillery to set 
a match to this bonfire and burn out 
the Russian regiment they entrapped.

People of "Historic Country Are Pecul- 


iar Lot, Says Damon. In Paper 


Prepared. 


The invasion of Servla a few days 
ago by certain Albanian troops brings 
that 
misunderstood 
little 
coifntry 


back upon the map of present-moment 
human 
interest. Albanian tempers 
have been souring for four hundred 
years. 
The people o£ Albania -have 
been oppressed by the Ottomans, and, 
! yet, they have been loath to fight 
these masters lest they fall booty to 
the ambitions o£ Italy, Austria or Ser- 
via. 
The Albanian feels he has no 
cause to love or trust his neighbors.. 
His peculiarities and hta problems 
are pithily explained to Americans by 
Therou J Damon in a paper prepared 
by the National Geographic. Society. • 
"The Albanian", the. writer, begins, 
"is a European; two thuosand years 
and more he has lived where he- now 
lives—in the fastness o{ Epirus and 
Illyrla, 
across 
the 
Adriatic 
from 
Italy's heel. Early in the nineteenth 
century the Albanians mingled with 
their southern neighbors, the Greeks:, 
and were the backbone o£ the struggle 
for Greek Independence. During the 
125 years previous to the discovery of 
America, the proud republic of Ven- 
ice held a benevolent supremacy^ over 
the Albanian coast towns, -and thus 
for a century retarded 
the day of 
Turkish dominion. In:1478,.tbe Turks 
began their overlprdship—four -'cen- 
turies of chic.ane.ry, ^broken 'faith, and 
cruelty". 


Following the last successful war of 
the Balkan lands with the' Ottoman, 
Albania received independent state- 
hood. 
Yet the Albanians have been 
ill-trained for the task of .making a 
nation. Education is their great need, 
according to Mr. Damon,. who: points 
out that' the waves and impulses of 
progress have failed to reach .the Al- 
banian through all his history. 
For 
a number ot years, he continues, all 
classes of the 
people—Moslem and 
Christian alike^—have had a passion- 
ate desire' for national education, but, 
as long as he .ruled, the Turk fought 
this desire with all the means of a 
despot. 


Today the Albanian is the most pic- 
turesque personality in Europe, the 
writer says. •• He • still practices 
the 
vendetta, and now, as in the past, one 
in five of the male mountaineers falls 
a sacrifice to the 
blood 
feud. 
To 
strike a person, even inadvertently, is 
a matter for blood revenge. 
If the 


offender himself Is not killed, one of 
his relatives must be the victim, and 
thus endless chain is begun. The ven- 
detta may be finally bought or "called 
off, Mr. Damon snys, according to 
provisions of an Intricate, unwritten 
Albanian code. 
• 
• 


A strong national consciousness has 
awakened among these 
people as 
among all of the Balkan peoples, and 
the Albanian dreads the future, Mr. 
Damon concludes .because he fears 
that his neighbors may succeed in 
dividing his lands as the vultures ap- 
portion among themselves the body 
of the thirst-weakened desert 'victim 
Austria may come from the north'or 
Italy from across the water, or an 
European conference might decide to 
bestow 
the 
Albanians among their 
neighbors, .Montenegro, Servia and 
Greece.

THE COST. 
It is not surprising that the Wis- 


consin senate passed 
a 
resolution 


which in a manner condemned the 
present war in Europe and urged that 
the president do all in his power to 
bring about a peaceful end to the 
struggle that has affected the whole 
world. The awful toll that has been 
demanded by the God of War from 
the contesting nations has been some- 
thing terrible. The loss of life on the 
battle lines in the east and west is 
something to shudder at. 
But few 


homes in the Fatherland have not 
paid their toll to the aspirations of 
their ruler. Few districts in the dual 
empire of Austria and Hungary that 
have not been saddene'd by the news 
of violent death of loved ones. Eng- 
land, France, Russia and Servia have 
said the penalty and yet the war con- 
tinues. Men are being drilled in all 
the contesting nations to become food 
tor the cannons, for the bombs, for 
the bayonet charges, for the disease 
that lurks in the army camps.

Potato Starch and Flour. 
What is the difference between po- 
tato starch and potato flour? Mrs. P. 


The words "potato starch" and "po- 
tato flour" are often 
used synony- 
mously in the trade. There is, how- 
ever, a distinction. Potato starch is 
the pure starch from the potato. Po- 
tato flour is the dried and ground 
whole potato which contains a few 
substances besides starch, for exam- 
ple, • some mineral matter, 
certain 
proteins and a very little fat., 
Acetic Acid in Vinegar. 
I am an orchardist and each year I 
liave several barrels of apples that 
are either imperfect or too small for 
the necessary grading. In 1911 I had 
an unusually large crop and was ad- 
vised to buy a cider press, which I 
did, and had between two and three 
barrels of cider for vinegar. 
After 
waiting the usual length of time, I at- 
tempted to sell it but was told that 
there was not sufficient acetic acid in 
It to fulfill the requirements of our 
state law. It is strong, pure and good 
and I wish to sell it for I need the in- 
come. What can I do? I shall be 
grateful for any suggestion. 


Mrs. J. S. R. 
If the vinegar Is deficient in acetic 
acid, of course you would not care to 
sell it for pure vinegar. Acetic acid 
in vinegar, as you know, is formed 
from the alcoholic fermentation of the 
various sugars tiiat are' therein con- 
tained. The alcohol is finally by an- 


strictly pure cider -vinegar; rather a 
compound vinegar.
